MANCHORIAN INFLUENCE ON 
THE WAR.

The methods adopted by the ‘Tvar’s 
Viceroy’ at the outbreak of hostilities are 
bearing fruit. Nothing perhaps stimulates 
& people so much as the opportunity of 
revenging themselves for previous wrongs, 
and whereas a nation may be cowed into 
submission by superior force, the submission 
only lasts while the lash is held over it. The 
moral effect of Japanese success in the 
early stages has’ done the Russian forces 
The hated, all-power- 
ful conqueror has been found to rest on a 
pedestal of clay; it has been shewn that 
he is vulnerable and backed by the Japan- 
ese advance the: Manchurians will rise 
throughout the whole district, if not in force, 
at least from numerous centres and in 
bands of desperate characters ready to cum- 
mit any excesses in order to satisfy their 
desire to retaliate for the injuries inflicted 
upon their countrymen. Their cry will be 
one of exiermination ; in every Russian 
soldier they will see Alexcieffs image and 
they will reward themselves ‘with. indiscri- 
minate plunder. We have only to look 
back upon the effects of Napoleon in Spain 
to see a close--analogy to the present crisis. 


‘| Wellington-did-not hesitate to acknowledge 


the power of these lawless bands of 
Spanish patriots, though he deplored their 
action. General Kuroki may try fSugpress 
their excesses and, if in some measure he 
succeeds, he will have done more than 
Wellington was able in Spain. Whether 
or not the Japanese will accept the 
Manchus as their allies will make little 
difference except that under Japanese dis- 
position they would be even more formid- 
able to the Russian cause, and for the sake 
of both parties it is to be hoped they will 
become amenable. The Japanese have 
shown themselves to be a worthy foe in 
every respect, and it is only Japanese 
influence which can save Russia from a 
terrible retaliation in her own coin, One 
did not believe that a ‘civilised Western 
nation could have acted in the manner in 
which Russia has done under Alexeieff’s 
orders, in these days; but the monstrous 
proclamation issued in public by the Tzar's 
Viceray has given an official recognition to 
methods which the Western warld has been 
accustomed to look upon as buried in the 
past. One cannot help shuddering at the 
treatment which, as a consequence, will fall 
to the lot of those of the rank and file who 
fall into Manchurian hands ; it is‘they who 
will bear the consequences-—We-haye many 
instances in history of the awful nature 
of a revolt against tyranny, and among these 
none perhaps come before us with such 
vividness as the French Revolution. Once 
General Kuropatkin is forced to retreat the 
smouldering spirit will break loose, the spell 
of authority will have been broken, food will 
be hard to get and reliable information im- 
possible. Of all this the Japanese cannot 
but be well aware, and in this lies the im- 
portance of primary advantage. We are 


‘possibly on the eve of one of the most dis- 


astrous retreats ip gaodern history—dis- 
astrous mainly from thé atrocities committed 
by a Nation whose last appearance befere 
the world was as an advocate of disarma-

A SERIOUS HANDICAP TO RUSSIAN 
‘ SUCCESS. 


The mistake of the Russians in expending 
such huge sums on the fortification. of Tort 
Arthur before they were at all certain of their 


tentire, involving, now Russin is at war, alarge. 


force for its defence which elsewhere employed 
might have turned the tide of war against the 
Japanese, is a position advanced in an article 


by the military correspondent of the Zimes, 


The. correspondent. deals with the: futility of 
fortress defences Agninst modern artillery, and 
saysim 5 ‘ 

Before a nation commits itself to the heavy 
expenditure involved in the construction of a 
first-class fortress, it should ask itself what 
nutionul purpose the stronghold is designed to 
serve and whether it is likely to accomplish 
this object or to defeat it. 

‘The rule is elementary, yet it has generally 


‘been honoured in the breach ‘rather than in the 


obseryance, and seldom more than by Russia 
today, Port Arthur'and Viadivostok intercept 
no primary line af operations of an. enemy. 
attacking Russia in East Asia, The war might 
conccivably be finished without a shot being 
fired by the batteries of these strongholds, On 
the other hand, they absorb so,coo Russian 
troops, numbers which might ensure victory 
for Kuropatkin’s field army, could they be 
united with it, The Pacific fortresses are there- 
fore, so far as the decision of the campaign on 
land is concerned, a serious drain on Russia 
and a positive encumbrance to the Russian 
commander, } — 

It is true that they offer a delusive refuge to 
Squadrons unable to keep the sea ; but, if the 
navy using them can wage offensive war 
success(ully, they are not required, and, if it 
cannot, they are unable to restore suspended 
naval animation. 

Marine traps like Port Arthur and Vladi- 
vostock decoy into their seductive havens the 
residum of a beaten fleet, which then reverts to 
the attitude of the passive resister. Whether 
the entrance be then blocked by—material ob- 
stacles, as at Port Arthur, or merely watched, as 
at Viadivostok, the squadrons in harbour are 
placed in bond under the enemy’s seal. [This 
has scarcely a correct reading of the situation 
80 faras Vladivostok is cancerned.] Owing to 
the great range and destructive force of modern 
projectiles, no harbour within five miles of blue 
water can be reckoned safe, and, if the cnemy 
is tna positon to land an army and.assail the 
fortress from the land side, or invest it and 
famine do its work, its fall is only a questio 
time, should no relieving force appear on land‘ 
orsea, The construction of first-class fortresses, 
maritime or other, is therefore a luxury which 
national strategy can only permit itself after a 
reasoned consideration of the object in view and 
of the question whether the fortress is likely to 
attain this object or whether it is pot... . 

If the Japanese decide to attack Port Arthur 
we shall witness cither the apotheosis, or the 
unregretted demise, of the first-class fortress, 

No one can say that the place itself fails to

books. In the words of the Movor Vremya, 
*“ Port Arthur, according tothe conviction of the 
best authorities, is dot merely a first-class for- 
tress, but the most impregnable of all first- 
It is a phrase to be retained. 

Hf we consider that the defence of Port 
Arthur has been the labour of years; that 
strong, semi-closed works, with gorges protect- 
ed by masonry watls loopholed for musketry, 
and ditches flanked by escarp and counterscarp 
galleries, have been constructed on all the 
surrounding heights, and, further, tbat some 
qoo siege guns, besides naval ordnance, are in 
position, mounted on disappearing or overbank’ 
carriages, we are entitled to conclude that, if 
38,000 Russians of the land and sea forces 
cannot hold out for many months in this 
fastness, all the cost and labour and art will 
have been misapplied. 

Since modern artillery reached its. present 
stage of development and enlisted the aid of 
high explosives, permanent fortification bas 
never been subjected to the supreme'test of 
serious war, Our late enemies the Boers, once 
acquainted with the power of uur art.tlery, very 
wisely reg wded the forts of Pretoria as useless 
lumber, and adopted tactics calculated vw 
Tender our guns as far as possible’ harmle's. 
Against Boer snipers, sheltering behind rocks 
the size of Apsley House, modern artillery was 
almost disarmed, nor was the wandering Pom- 
pom in the invisible donga a much more 
satisfactory mark, Yet on the rare occasions 
when the Boers occupied text-book positions, 
such as the breastwork above Hart’s Hill 0. 
the Tugela, or Bergandal Kopje, the power of 


modern aatiblery asserted itself and gave a fair 


indication of what might be achieved against 
closed works by a properly organised siege 
train in the hands of trained artillerymen. To 
calla man an artilleryman is not to make bim 
one, and garrison artillery demands even 
greater science and more highly developed 
training than the more popular branches 
of the Royal Regiment. We have seen 
what absence of training’ has meant at 
Port Arthur, The roadstead, swept by the fire 


‘of 10 Russing guns un shore, has been the 
happy hunting-ground of the light flotilla of 


the Japanese navy for over four months, Dur- 
ing: this period the flotilla has ranged through 
the roadstead at will, and in a dozen fights bas 
not had to déplore the loss of a solitary 
torpedo-bont sunk by Russian fire, although a 
single projectile’ from a single gun, properly 
aimed, would have sent any one of these craft. 
to the bottom, The fact is as inconceivable.

Hitherto the Japanese naval: bombardments 
have been trivial, preliminary, and experiment- 
al.’ What preparations the sailors of Japan 
may have made to second the efforts of the 
army we do not know but it is certain that the 
navy both expects aud intends to lay a leading 
part in the final act.and may not confine itself 
to the action of artillery. Buteven if it were 
otherwise, the events of the war show that 12in, 
guns can rake the defended area from end to 
end; they may also prove able to strike in 
flank and in reverse the forts of the land sector 
assailed by the army, 

Worst of all will be the deplorable situation 
of the Pacific Squadron, cooped up in the nar- 
row harbour like pleasure-boats in Boulter's 
Lock onaJune cunday, almost wholly defence- 
less and immobile, and with their decks expos- 
ed to the fatal effect of high-angle fire from all 
points of the horizon. 

When this scabrous moment arrives the Rus- 
sian defenders may remember Dragomiroffand 
his advice so “ energetically repudiated,” while 
Englishman will recall the words of the late 
Lord Salisbury at the Albert Hall in May 1898, 
“TL think Russia has made a great mistake 
in taking Port Arthur; I do not think it is 
of any use to her whatever.”
